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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended the claims to be in orginal form and submitted an argument. Applicant has argued 
that the reference fails to teach a region where the convex insulation film is not formed does not extend to across adjacent pixels and 
points to a section in the reference that refers to area 40 as a rectangular area having 4 sides enclosed by convex insulating film. The 
reference does teach area 40 as rectangular however area 40 does not refer to everywhere the convex insulation film is formed. Area 40 
merely refers to the transmissive display area which is bounded by the gate/data lines as well as the reflective area which includes the 
convex insulation film. Furthermore the reference teaches inclined surface (area between convex insulation film area and area where it is 
not formed) is formed at a boundary portion between transmissive and reflective areas (ie along line 60 and 9 in fig. 4A see abstract). 
This line is not formed along the data lines in fig. 4A and there is no evidence which appears to suggest it does in the specification. 
Therefore applicants arguments are not considered persuasive. 
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
